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A diplomat is a person who 
can tell you to go to Hell in 
such a way that you actually 
look forward to the trip.

This means 
all English language universities in 
Canada will take part in the ran 
for the first time in five years. 

A number of universities 
chose not to participate in the survey 
after 1993, criticizing Maclean's for 
shoddy research practices and an ar- 
bitrary ranking system many said 
were misleading. 

Memorial ranked eighth out 
of 12 schools in the comprehensive 
university category in 1992, the last 
year it provided data for the survey.

New Education 
Funding l\/lodel 

Ontario will soon have a new 
funding model to determine how pro- 
vincial grants for elementary and sec- 
ondary education are distributed. 
Education and Training Minister John 
Snobelen announced on September 
19, 1996. He said the model will 
focus on directing as many dollars as 
possible to the classroom while be- 
ing more responsive to communities 
throughout the province. 

"This model will provide 
funding so parents can be sure that, 
no matter where they live in Ontario, 
their kids have the same opportunity 
to excel," Snobelen said. "There's 
no such thing as a second-class stu- 
dent in Ontario. The new model will 
recognize that different communities 
face different challenges to provid- 
ing high quality education." 

The minister released a copy 
of a discussion paper entitled Meet- 
ing Students' Needs , that outlines the 
principles to the new model. He 
stated that, over the next two weeks, 
representatives of groups interested 



in education would be asked to com- 
ment on what the model should in- 
clude to be responsive to community 
needs. 

Snobelen emphasized that the 
new model will also be more ac- 
countable, efficient and easier to ad- 
minister. "The current model pro- 
vides more than thirty different types 
of grants for which boards may or 
may not qualify," he noted. "With 
the new, streamlined model it will be 
easier to see where the money is 
going, to understand why it's going 
there, and compare how well taxpay- 
ers' dollars are being managed." 

"The education sub-panel of 
the "Who Does What initiative will 
make recommendations about the use 
of property tax to finance education 
in the coming weeks," said Snobelen. 
"As they look at the local side, it's 
time to overhaul the provincial side 
and change the way we determine 
how funding is distributed by the 
province." 
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though the methodology is not per- 
fect» at this point its better to partici- 
pate than not to participate," said 
Don Barnard, vice-president of the U 
ofR. 

"It gets more information 
about the institution to people across 
the country." 

Morris admitted that pro- 
moting the university across Canada 
was a factor in the decision to rejoin. 
"Memorial is looking further afield 
to attract students, (we're) looking to 
other regions of the country," he said. 

Victor Dwyer, Maclean's 
education editor, said the magazine 
is delighted to have the universities 
back in the survey, which he says 
makes schools accountable. 



"There is a full spectrum 
that gives you a picture of all univer- 
sities. I think that is good as studei 
are becoming mote finicky abdul 
where they go (and) ii^HiniversiMes\ 
are asking them to pay mbreT^'BiWyer 
said. 

But while unryorsTties may 
feel the survey-iij'mittci , Canada's 
largest student organization y(s ^11 
calling it a farce. 

The Canadian Fede(j?^tion of 
Students was opposed to tne survey 
from the beginning because of its 
arbitrary and artificial nature, said 
national chair Brad Lavigne. 

"All it does is benefit those 
institutions that do well in the criteria 
that the Maclean's editorial staff have 



described as being important while 
harming others," Lavigne said. 

Lavigne criticized the 

rankings for punishing universities 
that promote accessible educati on and 
ignoring things like sexual harass- 
ment policies. "These rankings have 
to be J^k^with a grain of salt. They 
Sn^ry little and they help push a 
paptfcular agenda," Lavigne said. 

^'It is a very American based. 
Lof looking at it." 
Maclean's ranks school in three cat- 
egories: Universities with medical 
schools, schools with a variety of 
pro-ams, but no medical school, and 
smaller institutions. 

The Maclean's survey hits 
the racks each November and has 
been among the magazine' s best sell- 
ers ever. 



U of T Frats Under Fire From Area Tenants

Tenants in apartment com- 
plexes near the University of Toronto 
are uniting and demanding an end to 
the disturbances they hold nearby 
fraternities responsible for creating. 

On Sept. 10, area tenants 
held a meeting to voice their frustra- 
tions and call an end to noise they say 
is emanating from four fraternity 
houses in the vicinity. 

Mohan Sharma, a spokes- 
person for the association, alleges 
that the 

fraternities have many parties and 
drunken revellers spill into the streets 
of this residential neighbourhood on 
an ongoing basis. 

Sharma says he has seen 
frat members wrestling outside at two 



or three in the morning and falling 
down drunk. But he says the issue 
transcends occasional party noise. 

"The problem that is worse 
is that even when there is no party, 
people come and go at two to three in 
the morning. They're screaming," he 
said. 

At the meeting, Sharma says 
tenants told stories of being awoken 
in the middle of the night by noise 
they say comes from the fraternities 
and their members. Sharma says the 
association is determined to address 
these problems and they are looking 
at two possible options against the 
fraternities they allege are involved. 

One is to ensure the Liquor 
Licence Board of Ontario never is- 
sues a special occasions permit to the 
fraternities and the other is to take 
civil action, by getting a permanent 
injunction to prevent local fraterni- 
ties from having parties. 

"We don't want to pursue 
any of the two options. Ideally we 
want 



co-operation," he said. Gaylen 
Duncan, treasurer at Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, says his house is addressing 
the issues being brought forward by^ 
his neighbours. 

"We have, and are continu- 
ing to change the way in which we 
lun all of our events," he said. 

Constable Daniel Quigley, 
who deals with community com- 
plaints and by-law enforceurient for 
Metro Toronto Police, was invited to 
the meeting and says the Annex com- 
munity will be patrolled more fre- 
quently from now on. 

According to city council- 
lor John Adams, also in attendance at 
the meeting, the tenants are intimi- 
dated and worried about retaliation. 
Adams adds that he plans to 
defend the tenants' rights. He says if 
a fraternity is found guilty of in- 
volvement in this kind of behaviour, 
he will ask city council to disqualify 
it from being allowed to serve liquor 
on its premises. 



CFS plans day of action in late October

Canada's largest student 
organization is planning a national 
day of action in late October as part of 
their campaign against government 
cutbacks to post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

"We need to send a strong 
message to the government that stu- 
dents across Canada are taking the 
fight agai nst the cuts one step further, 
and that we will not be divided," said 
Brad Lavigne, national chair of the 
Canadian Federation of Students. 

Lavigne says another pro- 
test like last February ' s day of action, 
which involved close to 40,000 stu- 
dents across the country, is a crucial 
instrument for change. 

He says that protest resulted 
in the government adding cash floor 
to its controversial Canadian Health 
and Social Transfer. 

The CHST was imple- 
mented in the last federal budget and 



lumps together all federal spending 
on social assistance into one block 
transfer payment to the provinces. 

In April of 1 995, the federal 
government announced the CHST's 
cash portion would decrease by a 
certain percentage every year, until it 
finally disappeared. But in 1996, a 
minimum cash portion was guaran- 
teed, a feat Lavigne attributes to the 
social movement. 

"We still got hurt by the 
1996 budget, but we were able to 
minimize that hurt," explained 
Lavigne. The last federal budget cut 
$7.5 billion in transfer payments to 
the provinces for education, 
health-care and welfare over a three 
year period. 

This year, the CFS is pro- 
posing a Post-Secondary Education 
Act that would safeguard standards 
of education, just as the Health Care 
Act is designed to ensure sound health 
care to all Canadians. 

"This will enable us to have 
some insurance (when) a Mike Harris 
or a Ralph Klein gets elected," said 
Lavigne. 

In addition to guaranteeing 
portability of credits and student aid, 
he explained, the Act would ensure 



accessibility to post- secondary edu- 
cation through tuition freezes. 

Sarah Schmitd, a former 
councillor on the McGill 
Post-Graduate Society, says protests 
play an important role in dispelling 
the misconception that cutting social 
programs is an effective way to lower 
Canada's deficit. 

"Spending on social pro- 
grams is not the cause of the deficit," 
said Schmitd, explaining the real cul- 
prit was tax breaks to rich corpora- 
tions. 

In fact, in 1991, deferred 
taxes to corporations added up to $90 
billion, a third more than what was 
spent on all social programs that same 
year. Since the government is not 
getting tougher on big business, 
Schmitd supports the idea an educa- 
tion act. 

"We need legislation," said 
Schmitd, "we need something in place 
to hold on to pan-Canadian stand- 
ards."

Laurentian Health Plan 

Part One 



All full-time students pay for 
the health care program set-up by the 
SGA as part of the incidental fees 
they pay with their tuition. Many 
students however, probably do not 
realize what this does and does not 
include. 
Who is covered? 

The health plan covers all 
members of the Laurentian Univer- 
sity Students' General Association. 
The coverage also limited to a single 
basis, however a member may apply 
for family coverage if they have a 
spouse or dependents. You must 
register for the family coverage 30 
days after the start date of the pro- 
gram at the SGA office. There is an 
additional fee with the family cover- 
age plan. The coverage is effective 
from September 1 st of each year until 
the following August 31st. 
Benefits Description 

Prescription Drug Plan Drugs 
which by law can only be purchased 
on the prescription of a physician or 
dentist. This included those which 
are listed in Canada Life's Formulary 
plus insulin, syringes and chemical 
testing agents for use by diabetic, 
oral contraceptives. Those excluded 
from the plan include: Fertility Drugs, 



Rogaine, Accutane, Minocin, Vita-

There is no over- 
all maximum. This plan includes the 
use of Canada Life's pay-direct net- 
work, Shared Health Network Serv- 
ices. 
Therapy Clinics 

The SGA has made special 
arrangements with the Laurentian 
University Voyage ur Athletic 
Therapy Clinic for its members to 
receive Athletic therapy for any mus- 
culoskeletal injury .

You will also be required to 
fill in any claim form and are entitled 
to services to a maximum of $240 per 
year.

If you are planning to travel 
outside of Ontario OHIP coverage is 
limited and your student health plan 



does not provide any coverage. OHIP 
hospital coverage is limited to $4(X) 
per day. It is not uncommon for 
hospital expenses to exceed $1,000- 
$5,000 per day. 
Plan Limitations 

The SGA Plan Coverage does 
not include : 

* services normally paid through 
any provincial medical plan. Work- 
er's Compensation Board, or 
government agencies, or any other 
source; 

* services provided in chronic care 
psychiatric hospital, chronic nit of a 
general hospital, health spa, or when 
a patient is confined to a nursing 
home or home for the aged and re- 
ceives Ontario government assist- 
ance; 

* dental care or eyeglasses; 

* Semi or private hospital rooms; 

* ambulance service, and 

* Out of Province/Country emergency 
medical services. 

Making Your Claim 

This group benefit plan per- 
mits direct payment to the pharma- 
cist via your Shared Health Network 
pay-direct drug card. You must 
present this card to the pharmacist 
and he/she will bill Canada Life di- 



rectly. No claim forms are neces- 
sary. 

If you paid for your prescrip- 
tion in full the claim forms are avail- 
able at the SGA office. Claims sub- 
mitted directly to Canada Life must 
include original receipts and a com- 
pleted form including the following: 
-student's name and complete ad- 
dress; 

-group name; 
-claimant's date of birth; 
-dependent's name (if claim is on 




behalf of a dependent or spouse) plus 
relationship to the subscriber; and 
-drug claims must indicate the pre- 
scription name, strength and quantity 
of the drug and the drug identifica- 
tion number. 

Hopefully this will shed some 
light onto the Health Plan that the 
SGA offers to the students of Lauren- 
tian. If you have any questions re- 
garding anything with this program 
contact the SGA who can then refer 
you to the master agreement which is 
on file in the SGA office. 



Senate's Tentative Steps

A motion intending to remove the 
automatic appointment of the Regis- 
trar to Secretary of Senate was de- 
feated at last Thursday 's Senate meet- 
ing. Despite the twenty-seven votes 
in favour, the motion fell to regula- 
tions. Senate by-laws require a mini- 
mum of thirty-two votes in favour to 
amend itself, thus the twenty-seven 
fell short. The abstainers were no- 
ticeable, and only six voters were 
against. 

That only six Senators chose to 
vote against the motion should not be 
construed to mean there was no de- 
bate. The rationale for the amend- 
ment was that the particular require- 
ments of the Secretary of Senate do 
not necessarily reflect those of the 
Registrar: namely that fluent bilin- 
gual ism is not a specific requirement 
to fulfill the post of Registrar. In light 
of this, some Senators wondered why 
the amendment itself did not specify 
the bilingual nature of the Secretary's 
position. Dr. Paul replied that he saw 
the amendment as ^'enabling", and 
expressed his desire to keep the post 
flexible. 

The amendment was to be the first 
step in Senate restructuring, which 
Dr. Paul is dedicated to achieving 
this year. There was further debate in 
this regard, as several Senators ex- 
pressed their belief that this proce- 
dure should be put off until the larger 
process takes place later this term. 
Mr. Maillet of Student Services, who 
has Senate experience and is familiar 



with the post, was reported to be 
prepared to take over as Secretary of 
Senate, but this move will have to 
wait for now. Senate proceedings in 
this restructuring scheme promise to 
be interesting for the next little while. 
Finished Business: 

Mr. Ron Smith was unanimously 
recommended by the Striking Com- 
mittee for the post of Registrar, with 
Senate approving. In making the 
recommendation on behalf of the 
committee, Mr. Tesson expressed that 
he was particularly impressed by Mr. 
Smith's commitment to University 
Rules and Regulations, tempered tiy 
his "sense of fairness". 

Senate approved a college transi- 
tion initiative. This initiative will 
facilitate the continuing education of 
college graduates, who wish to pur- 
sue a degree at Laurentian Univer- 
sity. The initiative awards 30 credits 
to college graduates with two-year 
diplomas and a 3.2 average (up from 
the previous 1 8 credits) and 1 8 cred- 
its for students with a 2.5 average. 
The initiative is primarily aimed at 
attracting Cambrian Nursing students, 
who Dr. Paul characterized as "suc- 
cessful" when continuing their edu- 
cation at Laurentian. 
Unfinished Business: 

A motion was presented to make 
changes to the composition of the 
ACAPLAN committee. ACAPLAN 
is the committee charged with mak- 
ing recommendations for academic 
restructuring. In the end, the motion 
was put off by council, to the dismay 
of a number of Senators and observ- 
ers. Motions are usually introduced 
the month before it is to be presented 
for adoption, but the regulation can 
be by-passed by Senate. Furthercom- 
plications and concerns with the ac- 
tual wording of the motion ultimately 



defeated the amendment. The mo- 
tion itself requested that "culture 
base" be reflected on the committee 
(the committee must be gender and 
language inclusive). Further, the 
motion recommended that a Native 
faculty member be appointed to the 
committee. Native Student Services, 
who have an obvious interest in this 
motion, will make an official com- 



ment soon. 

Dr. Paul spoke briefly on the es- 
tablishment of an endowment fund. 
He reported that he has had positive 
discussions with the Northern On- 
tario Professional Golfers' Associa- 
tion and Ken Dry den regarding con- 
tributions. 
Ominous: 
Laurentian University has suffered 



a drastic decline in returning students 
this year. Dr. Paul, while generally 
accepting the OUC's view that tui- 
tion level does not influence a poten- 
tial student's decision, fears that the 
threshold has arrived. Nevertheless, 
Dr. Paul indicated that he could not 
see how Laurentian University could 
survive without further tuition in- 
creases.

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Shaving

When we're young, most of 
us girls are brainwashed.

I started 
only shaving for special occasions, 
and gradually... gradually, I stopped 
altogether. The whole process took 
about a year and a half, but I've been 
shave-free for about 2 years now. 

Over this time, I've thought a 
lot about shaving: why do we do it.

SGA Student Advocacy 



The Student' s General Asso- 
ciation this year is taking a more 
active role in student advocacy. The 
recent government cutbacks caused 
the University to end its joint fund- 
ing of the Ombudsperson Office and 
the Off-Campus Housing Office. 
Since then the AEF and the SGA 
have formed a joint Off-Campus 
Housing Association Office and will 
be looking for students to operate it. 
The loss of the Ombudsperson Of- 
fices is not something that anybody 
wanted, but we must make the best 
ofthe situation now. We at the SGA 
see student advocacy as natural part 
of our job descriptions. While we do 
not have the complete training of 
expertise of a Ombudsperson we 
believe that we can benefit the stu- 
dents. In acknowledging the lack of 
expertise the SGA is looking into 
providing free legal advice to its 
members for one afternoon per 
month. We are presently in negotia- 
tions with legal firms in the Sudbury 
area. The SGA also published this 
year a "Guide to Student Appeals" 
as the first step to realizing the proc- 
ess. This pamphlet leads students 
through the process of appeals and 
states that at any time if there are 
questions to come in and see us at the 
office in the student centre. The SGA 
is willing to represent any of its mem- 
bers in regards to academic appeals. 
This student advocacy is one way in 
which the SGA represents students, 
but not the only way. 

The Students General Asso- 
ciation represents students on all of 
the major decision making commit- 
tees of the University. Beginning 
with the Board of Governors where 
all the financial decisions ofthe Uni- 
versity are made. The Board is made 
up of University senior administra- 
tors and various Sudbury area busi- 
ness people. There is one student 
vote on the Board which is rotated 




between z AEF, SGA, ALPS and 
GSA. Th current year it belongs to 
the AEF nee the SGA held it last 
year. The oard has sub-committees 
of it as wc including Finance, Build- 
ing and P nning just to name a few. 
Tl next level of representa- 
tion is th University Senate where 
all Acad lic decisions are made.

The lax 
cuts offered by certain parties are de- 
signed to target the middle class. This 
class has always had the brunt of the 
tax burden. Many don't know that the 
cuts are also designed to give the rich 
a reduction in what they pay to the 
government. Once again the middle 
class is being mislead in the right- 
winged parties intentions. 

We've seen this first hand in 
Ontario with the election of the Con- 



servatives under Mike Harris. Many 
of the Premier's critics claim that he 
cannot achieve his 30% tax rate cut 
without making more serious cuts lo 
public services. This is something he 
did promise in his Common Sense 
Revolution but we've seen the ax fall 
harder than we could of imagined. It 
was easier said than done. The cuts 
Harris has announced and already 
implemented go much further than 
what he said during the election cam- 
paign last year. This proves the no- 
tion that he is preparing to deliver on 
at least a portion of his proposed tax 
cut. His critics do not only include 
bleeding-heart social-democrats like 
yours truly but also Harris' counter- 
parts like Ralph Klein, Jean Charest 
and Paul Martin. 

The tax cut approach used by 
Harris is not an isolated one. Lynn 
McLoed used it during the election 
campaign (5% cut) and Bob Dole 
with the Republicans (15% cut) is 
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using it in the US. Dole is going far 
with his tax cut promise by saying he 
will put an end to the IRS as they 
know it. He probably wishes that 
Steve Forbes would have leant him 
his "flat tax" plan. The American 
voters don't seem to be biting this 
time.

My advice is to beware of tax 
cut promises. They may look or sound 
good but the consequences can be 
devastating. When the government is 
dealing with tax cuts, crazy things 
can happen.

This column is based on questions or suggestions received by staff 
members of the Desmarais Library either personally or on the ''Compli- 
nients/Questions/Suggestions" form that may be filled out near the exit of 
the library. 

Question: To open Thursday night, why don't you shut down one 
morning? 

Answer: Good idea, but this is not possible for two reasons. First, the 
university's contract with its staff association prevents it from requiring 
some staff to work other than normal daytime hours. In the late 1 980's , this 
contract was changed to allow such flexibility, but the staff association 
agreed to the change only on the condition that existing staff, many of whom 
remain, retain the right to work during the day. The second reason is more 
compelling: library statistics indicate that the building is normally used more 
often during the day than the night. Thus, if the library is to respond to the 
needs of the greatest numbers with its reduced budget, then it is most 




reasonable that it shut Thursday evenings. 

That said, the Amiable Librarian well knows that for some students 
who work, evenings are the only time that they can utilize the building and 
that the "needs of users" should not necessarily be equated with numbers. 
As you may have noticed, the Amiable Librarian is on a bit of a campaign 
to convince the university to redirect some of its funds to the library — not 
only for longer hours, but also for an improved collection. You didn*t ask 
about that, but did you know that the budget for collections has been frozen 
since 1990? 

Question: How do I get onto the Internet? 

Answer: It's easy — and it's free. You can sign-on to the VAX computer 
named Nickel at no charge from terminals located in the Library, B-256 (Ben 
Avery); C- 1 05 (classroom); F2 1 3 (Science II); G27 (UC Residence); L-704 
(Parker). In student labs outside the library, choose Connect to VAX from 
menu and press Enter. ^ 

At USERNAME: type in NEWUSER and follow instructions. You 
will need to use your Student and Social Insurance Numbers as your first 
password. Did you know that anytime after you have picked a password you 
can change it at the $ prompt by typing: set password. 

As you know, while Nickel gives access to the Internet, it is text- 
based access only. If you want to have spiffy graphics, pick up the ACC 
package that is available in the library. You must pay to use it and you 

must mount it on

Tlie Little Radio Station that Could

For years at CFLR, Lauren- 
tian's campus radio station, staff and 
volunteers were relentlessly hounded 
by the question, "When are you go- 
ing on regular FM?" Answers ranged 
from an angry "never" to "soon" to "I 
don't know." On September 12 the 
CRTC granted long-awaited approval 
for their FM license and radio listen- 
ers can expect to access the station in 
their cars and on their walkmen within 
the next six months. 

This decision is a climactic 
moment in the station ' s progress over 
the past 1 2 years. In the fall of 1 984, 
CFLR was operated out of Room G7 
in Single Students* Residence. The 
volunteer handbook describes the 
history as follows: "Seeking to ex- 
pand, the decision to start a more 
ambitious form of broadcasting was 
made. The proposed plan was to 
broadcast someday on FM as an al- 
ternative to the type of programming 
available to the listeners of the 
Sudbury area. It was decided to do so 
on cable FM (CAFM) through the a 




local cable network at first, m order 
to establish a more concrete product 
that could later gain the approval of 
the CRTC." 

What this will mean for Lau- 
rentian is greater exposure and the 
promotion of a positive image within 
the community, explains Glenn 
Turner, Director of Music Program- 
ming. Because more people will be 
able to hear about events at Lauren- 
tian, groups on campus can expect 
more participation and support from 
the community. 

The Sudbury area will also 
benefit greatly from the new addition 
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on the FM dial. Because CFLR is 
classified as campus/community sta- 
tion and is thus non-profit» their com- 
mitment is to providing a diverse 
selection of programs and not to mak- 
ing money. There will be a maxi- 
mum of 4 minutes of advertising per 
hour, explains Mark Viitala, a long- 
time employee of the station.

In the truest of Canadian standards, 
however, the father turns out to be an 
active environmentahst, driven even 
more by the desire to re-establish the 
parental bond between himself and 
his daughter. A must-see if you' re in 
the mood for a touching adventure.

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Why the CFL Isn't Radical Anymore

Unfortunately, these 
are just fading memories of a league 
that will never be the same again. 
Instead, the CFL has been trivialized 
and degraded by the market-monger- 
ing NFL. Low-budget homegrown 
football on CBC and TSN pales in 
comparison to the parade of million 
dollar men that we can watch every 
Sunday on an American network. 
Names like Doug Flutie and Tracy 
Ham are fast becoming forgotten in
